Origin of Foot and Mouth Disease. 
That the outbreak of the foot and 


mouth disease now prevalent in sev- 
eral states was due to the importation 
into this country of either such ma- 
terial as straw with merchandise, or 
in the clothes or effects of Immi- 
grants, is the opinion of Secretary 
Wilson. 


"It now seems clear that the present 


outbreak had its origin near Detroit," 
said tile secretary in an appeal to the 
House for an emergency appropriation 
of $500,000 to fight the disease, "and 
that the infection in the other states 
came through that source. With the 
combined efforts of slate and federal 
authorities, there is every reason to 
believe that the disease will be eradi- 
cated within a reasonable time. 


"As the foot and mouth disease is 


strictly a contagious disease and has 
not been known to exist in the United 
Slates since IDOi) until the present out- 
break, il is believed that the infection 
was introduced into this country in 
some manner from abroad, although 
just how the department is not able 
to determine. In view of our strict 
quarantine on imported animals, it 
does not seem possible that it could 
have been brought in with live ani- 
mals."

Figures from the county's annual 
statement of expenditures for 1908, in- 
spected through the courtesy of Com- 
missioners' Clerk Cadwallader, show 
increases in eighteen items, making a 
total Increase in the 
expenditures, 
over 1907, $37,006.24. 


By comparisons it is shown that 
the largest gain and loss is in the 
building of new bridges and the re- 
pairs of old ones. The Commission- 
ers spent 110,798.77 less this year in 
constructing nevr ones, but the cost of 
repairs to old bridges is $5,592.99 
greater than in 1907. 


An increase of $85.07 in the cost of 
supporting prisoners is probably ex- 
plained by the wholesale arrest of il- 
legal train-riders, and the same ex- 
planation probably stands in regard to 
the increase in the criminal costs. 


Referring to this latter bill Commis- 
sioners' Cltrk Cadwallader said : "The 
Justices could cut down this expense 
considerably, for in many cases the 
costs are put on the county when costs 
are put on either the prosecutor or de 
fendant should pay." 


One of the largest increases is 


$2427.79 in the Sheriff's bills. Anoth 
er Item which runs up the expenses 
considerably is the large sum paid 
through the condemnation of turn- 
pikes.

The Old Story oft Connecting Bristol 


and Burlington Revived With 


a New Project. 


The following is a special from Bur- 


lington, N. J., which was printed in 
the Philadelphia papers on Sunday : 


The Burlington-Bristol 
Delaware 
River bridge, dreamed of by at least 
three generations of natives ot the twin 
cities, and for the construction of 
wliich local booms have faded away at 
the rate of one every decade, may be 
constructed, according to rumors cir- 
culating thin week, before astonlahed 
citizens can fairly realize the magni- 
tude of the operation of which it will 
be a portion. Proffers have already 
been made, it is said, for the New 
Jersey charter of a bridge company 
organized nearly fifteen years ago in 
this city. The Interests behind the 
move, it is claimed, are too strong lo 
be blocked, eve'i by the political pull 
of "Uncle Billy" Doron, owner of 
the ferry plying between the 
two 


towns, whose hold upon certain Penn- 
sylvania politicians is generally re- 
garded as having prevented the issu- 
ance of a Pennsylvania charter to the 
old bridge company. 


Rumor has it that a bridge at this 


strategic point is clei-ired by the pro- 
moters of the Delaware River tunnel 
between Philadelphia and Cainden, 
and that a line crossing at the river at 
this place will be a link in the inter- 
state circuit of which both bridge and 
tunnel projects are to be vital parts. 
Those who have knowledge of the 
new trend of affairs and its possible 
results refuse lo discuss the matter at 
this time, for the reason, it is said, 
that there is more than one bidder 
for the New Jersey charter and the 
good w i l l of the old company, whose 
bridge plans were never carried out. 


Local capitalists, who were ready to 
subscribe for stock in the old com- 
pany, declare the bridge would hiue 
been built years ago but for Ihi cost 
and seeming impossibility of gei.ing a 
charter from the Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature. 
The first effort was made in 


the days of Quuyism, and the pro- 
moters finally came home satiMied 
that it would "cost too much." Much 
of the Jater-clay opposition is credited 
to Captain Doron—presidenl, secretary 
and treasurer, general manager and 
commander of the ferryboat William 
E, Doron, which plies between the 
two cities. Doron has an old charter 
for his line, and even the big river 
steamship lines have to pny tribute to 
his grip upon river commerce between 
Burlington and Bristol. 


Doron is reputed to be very wealthy. 


In fact, it Is said Hint the income 
from his ferry line is but a drop in the 
bucket compared to other interests. 
But, rather than give up that "drop" 
he is said to have preferred to stand in 
the way of the gieater progress for the 
community thai the erection of a 
bridge 
here 
would mean—for, of 


course, 
the 
bridge would 
"s-oun I 
taps" for the Doron Ferry Company, 
with its regular and frequently "not- 
running" schedule. 


The biidue project was promoted as 
recently ax three years ago by the late 
Andrew H. McNeal, iron king and 
capitalist. 
Those interested in the 


project at that time declare the stock 
could have been over-subscribed had a 
Pennsylvania charter been assured. 
Uuarrantged tolls from a bridge at tills 
spot, it was said, would permit the 
payment of an early dividend, while 
the possibility of leasing the bridge 
for a trolJey line increased the prospect 
of much higher incomes Irom the pro- 
ject. 


Owing to the location of Burlington 


Island, midway of the river, and till- 
ing up nearly a half of the mile stretch 
between the two towns, the cost of a 
bridge here would be small in com- 
parison to a similar construction at 
any othei point on the river below 
Trenton. Another advantage is that 
at this point the bridge would tai 
greater centres of population, while 
the facilities offered by direct and uniu 
terrupted 
communication the year 


round would benetH adjacent sections 
of both States in financial and indus- 
trial growth. 


It is impossible to learn in this citj 


details of the scheme of uniting Bur 
lington and Bristol in the same loop 
of electric traffic lines that will join 
Philadelphia and Cnmden through the 
intercity tunnel, the charter for which 
has just been granted by the Philadel- 
phia City Councils 
That the matter 


has been contemplated for not less 
than five years and that it has gone a 
long way toward realization is certain, 
and it is believed the procuring of the 
tunnel terminnl privileges in Camden 
will be followed immediately by ef- 
forts to complete the possession of 
similar rights at this point for the 
interstate bridge.

dldates were chosen by the members 
of congress In caucus. 
In 1824 the 


electoral college failed to make a choice 
from the candidates so .submitted, and 
the matter went to the house of repre- 
sentatives. Four years later Tonnes 
eee's legislature nominated Andrew 
Jackson without any reference to the 
congressional caucus. 
His opponent, 


John Qulncy Adams, was nominated In 
the old way, but that was the end of 
presidential nominations by congres- 
sional caucus.

Benedictine monU, l>ll\ci of Malmes 
bury, In the oleMMitli ii'iilury h.n Ing 
tried to tly by pm IpitnuiiK liIniM.lt 
from the height of a tower w i t h the 
asslMaiK-o of wings attiUhed to his 
arms and his feet. It Is said thai, ha\- 
lug gone along a little wn.i, he 1'ell and 
broke his legs. He attributed his iK'i'I- 
deut to failure to pro\ ide his appara- 
tus with u tail, whk !> would lm\ i- lielp- 
ed preserve his equilibrium and made 
his descent n gentler one. 


In the sixteenth cetllurv Leonardo da 


Vim I first demonstrated ih.it a bird, 
which Is heavier than the air, sustains 
itself, advances In Hie air. "by lender- 
Ing the fluid denser where It p.isscs 
than where It does not pass " In order 
to fly it has to lix Its point of support 
on the ah*. Its wings In the descending 
stroke exert a pressure from abo^e 
down, the reaction of which from be- 
low up forces the center of gnu My of 
its body to ascend at each inst.mt to 
the height at which the bird \\ Ishes to 
maintain it. Sumo sketches whk-h have 
come down to us prove that Leonardo 
occupied himself, like Ollv er of Malines- 
bury, with giving man the power to fly 
by the assistance of wings suitably 
fixed to the body. 


We owe to Leonardo also the inven- 


tion of the parachute, which he de- 
scribed In the following terms: "If n 
man had a pavilion each side of which 
was fifteen braces wide ana twelve 
braces high he might cast himself from 
any height whatever without fear of 
danger." It may be said, too of Leo- 
nardo da Vlncl thnt he was the first to 
suggest the Idea of the screw propeller.
